14, has split into two parts “be- 
cause it came too close.to the 


Dr. Gerard Kuipers, director of 
Yerkes Observatory, Williams 
Bay, Wis., said the astronomers 
at McDonald observatory in Tex- 
as had reported the splitting. Mc- 
Donald is operated jointly by the 
University of Texas and the Uni- 
versity of Chicago. 

Two observers, Dr. Polydore 
Swing, a Belgian exchange astro- 
physicist, and Thornton Page, as- 
sistant professor in astrophysics, 
reported that the comet split on 
Dec. 18 into two parts of equal

Kuipers said. He gave this sum- 
mary of the report of the two 
astronomers: 

On Dec. 19 the distance between 
the two portions had spread to 
1,500 miles with the northwestern 
component about three times the 
brightness of its twin. 

The reason for the splittifig was 
that the comet swung “too near 
the sun,” or within 10,000,000 
miles. This brought it in close 
range of the sun’s gravity. : 

The brigstness is fading to 
point where the comet barely can 
be seen with the naked eye. For 
a time it was brighter than Venus 
and could be seen in daylight. 
The spectroscope shows the com- 
et is composed of iron, nickel, and 
‘large amounts of ammonia.” It 
has been observed every night 
since first appearing Dec. 14.

Higher Production Alone 


Not Enough, They Say, 
Calling for Wage 
Rectification, More 
Balanced Consumption. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 23 (AP)— _ 
A renewed White House plea for 
“many” industries to lower prices 
and trim profits went out to busi- 
ness today together with. urgings 
for a long-range policy of “real 
price competition.” 

President Truman’s three-man 
Council of Economic Advisers de- 
clared in its second annual report 
that today’s high-level economy 
can be supported by “somewhat 
artificial props through 1948 or 
longer.“ 

Business men should look ahead. 


the report cautioned, however, to 
times when abnormal export and 
military demands, pent-up short- 
ages and bad crops no longer buoy 
up the market. Hence, the coun- 
cil said, business men now should 
seek a pattern of prices and pro- 
duction that will maintain a “sta- 
ble equilibrium of a high produc- 
tion economy”—in other words, 
prosperity without booms and 
busts.

8 ity as perhaps 
“the best illustration of the need 
for keener market analysis, and 
for a much more realistic pricing, 
so that maximum production may 
be sustained.” 

“While we are now producing 
housing at an extremely high rate, 
measured by any prewar stand- 
ards, this production ... is con- 
centrated almost entirely on meet- 
ing the needs or desires of those 
in the upper income brackets,” the 
council reported. 

To the extent that homes for 
poorer families are being erected, 
it went on, the cost is so dispro- 
portionate to income that “eco- 
nomic problems” some day will 
confront the home-buyer. Thus 
the price pattern “does not augur. 
well for sustained high levels of 
housing production when the thin 
luxury market is saturated.” 


For ‘Stable Equilibrium.’ 


As for a “stable equilibrium” of 
prices, income and values gener- 
ally, the council said this cannot 
be attained by merely pressing 
for “production, more production 
and still more production.” 

“It seems clear that in reach- 
ing this equilibrium many indus- 
trial prices must come down, at 
least in relation to other prices. 

“Many rates of profit must 
subside while reasonable profit- 
ability is established in other 
areas. Gross imbalances in the 
wage structure must be rectified.” 

For stable prosperity, the report 
said, “we must in future have 
much higher consumption in all 
the lower and middle ranks, The 
small number of the well-to-do 
will not be able to absorb the 
possible output of consumers 
goods.” 

Noting that the act which ére- 

ated the council was drafted in 
the hope of promoting maximum 
production, employment and buy- 
ing power, the report said labor 
and management alike must be- 
lieve that these objectives “rep- 
resent a goal attainable by a na- 
tion of economically intelligent 
itizens.” 
: Given such a belief, it added, 
labor would be less likely to en- 
gage in slowdowns and inten- 
tional restrictions of output,” and 
management would be less likely 
to curtail operations at the first 
sign of stress and thus start “the 
disastrous spiral of deflation.” 

The report did not deal with 
President Truman’s anti-inflation 
plan or the less drastic Republi- 
can program now awaiting presi- 
dential signature. The council will 
deal with current developments in 
a confidential report to Truman 
which is the basis for the Presi- 
dent’s annual economic message 
to Congress. This will be delivered 
shortly after the opening of the 
regular session next month.

The Justice Department 
maintdins he is a member of an 
organization advocating overthrow 
of the Federal Government by 
force. 

Federal Judge Simon H. Rifkind 
jinged the habeas corpus writ, 
sought by attorney Carol King 
who asserted in the petion Kyria- 
zidis would be executed if deport- 
ed to Greece. Mra. King contend- 
ed that the Justice Department 
has no jurisdiction in his case 
and that his detention violates a 
U.N. agreement covering accredit- 
ed press correspondents, 

Refuses to Answer. 

At the deportation hearing, Ky- 
riazidia refused to reply to ques- 
tions on advice of counsel. When 
presiding Examiner Samuel Dorf- 
man sought to learn if two of the 
three newspapers Kyriazidis repre- 
sents were Communist, Kyriazidis 
replied, “I will not answer.” 

The proceédings were opened 
despite previous indications of 
postponement while United States 
officials weighed the possibility 
the action violated an agreement 
with the U.N. 

Isidore Englander, ‘attorney for 
Kyriazidis in the deportation pro- 
ceeding, challenged the jurisdic- 
tion of the hearing authorities, 
asserting that under federal law 
the only issue was whether the 
Greek is duly accredited to the 
U. N., and that other questions 
were improper. 

“There are very important con- 
siderations in this case,” Eng- 
lander declared, “not only for this 
man but for the press and corre- 
spondents all over the world.” 

The issue was raised by U.N. 
Secretary General Trygve Lie, who 
dispatched a telegram last night 
to Warren Austin, chief United 
States delegate, calling attention 
to a provision in the agreement 
under which U.N. headquarters 
was established here.

39 DIE, 100 HUR 
AS 2 PACKED TRAINS COLLIDE 


T IN GERMANY 


All Victims Are Believed to Be Germans— 


Wreck Scene Near Remagen Bridge, 
Captured by Americans in War. 


FRANKFURT. Germany, Dec. 
23 (AP)— Two pgcked passenger 
trains collided last night at Fahr- 
Irlich, near the spot where United 


States troops first crossed the 
Rhine, and 39 persons were killed 


and 100 injured. All victims were 
believed to be Germans. 

The worst train wreck in Ger- 
many since the war, it occurred 
in the French zone hear Neuwied, 
which is across the Rhine from 
Koblenz and about 13 miles south- 
east of Rémagen, where Ameri- 
can troops captured an intact 
bridge. Most of the passengers 
were en route to Christmas reun- 
ions with families. 

German rail officiais at Mainz 
said “the accident was caused by 
negligence of the engineer of the 


Frelburg-Dortmund express, who 
ignored a stop signal at the Fahr- 
Irlich station.” 

This southbound express collid- 
ed with a northbound Nieder- 
lahnstein-Cologne train. Railway 
men originally estimated casual- 
ties at 37 dead and more than 100 
injured. 

One coach and the locomotive of 
the Dortmund train overturned 
and another car was badly dam- 
aged, rail officials said. The loco- 
motive of the other was derailed, 
and one car was wrecked. 

French Military Government au- 
thorities sent rescue workers Who 
helped untangle the wreckage. 
Traffic was suspended for hours 
over the line and diverted to other 
routes.

“I do not, at the present mo- 
ment, consider it likely that any 
power will do so,” he added. 

Clay said the Brftish and Ameri- 
cans intended immediately to take 
steps for strengthening the eco- 
nomic unification of their zones, 
but that any political unification 
would await a decision of the Ger- 
man people. 

There have been suggestions in 
the Russian-sponsored press in 
Germany that forma of a 
separate government in western 
Germany might lead to a request 
that the western Allies leave Ber- 
lin, which is surrounded by the 
Russian occupation zone.

Speaking for the alumni associa- 
tion, Dr. Rogers Deakin, president, 
said: “The vast majority of doc- 
tors in the city, and over the coun- 
try for that matter, are opposed to 
medical schools engaging in the 
commercial practice of medicine. 
We feel medital education and 
medical practice are two separate 
entities. 

Ak education could be kept sep- 
arate, it would be better all 
around. I know the corporate 
practice of law is illegal, but we 
don’t know yet whether the cor- 
porate practice of medicine is il- 
legal. 

Lack of Public Review Assailed. 

“Our objection to the idea of a 

private clinic stems from this 
point: The university is going 
about it in an undemocratic way. 
This represents a radical depar- 
ture from custom. Proponents of 
the clinic have gone about it with- 
out public review or debate. They 
have a ‘take it or leave it’ atti- 
tude. 
There has been no opportunity 
for discussion or debate in this 
matter, which affects public 
health. It's true there were many 
meetings, but they were instigated 
for the most part by part-time 
faculty men to find out what was 
going on. The announcement by 
the university that a clinic would 
de set up was almost the ‘first 
knowledge we had of it. 9 

The decisions were made only 
dy the dean of the medical school, 
the hospital superintendent, the 
executive faculty and the Board 
of Clinic Managers. No one was 
consulted except, those in the ad- 
ministrative setup. We feel that 
something is being done with little 
consideration for the opinions of 
those outside the chosen few. 


Issues. 


“The public is told that the clin- 
fe will provide g superior type of 
medicine. That’s very debatable. 
The other statement from the uni- 
versity is that the clinic will pro- 
vide a profit and that part of the 
profit will be used to subsidize the 
medical school. That is likewise 
debatable.”

“pay clinic.” Eighty-three per 
cent of alumni practicing outside 
of St. Louis who answered the 
questionnaire said they were 
against the proposal.

clinic. 


Open Letter to Alumni. 


An open letter to alumni, ac- 
companying the postcard ballots, 
said officers and executive com- 
mittee members of the alumni as- 
sociation believe that: 

“Any attempt to make large 
profits in this way forces the 
university into an extensive en- 
deavor of corporate practice of 
medicine. Similar activities by 
the law, engineering, dental or 
other schools would be equally ob- 
jectionable. 

“Physicians engaged in this en- 
deavor must of necessity devote 
a great deal of their time to pri- 
vate care of patients in order to 
make the clinic pay. Under these 
conditions, there is no reason to 
believe that the proposed clinic 
would in any way improve teach- 
ing and research over the present 
system. 

“Lay control of medical prac- 
tice where a clinic is operating 
for a profit is regimentation. 
There is no practicing physician 
on the Board of Managers.”

HAVANA, Dec. 23 (AP)—Patri- 
cia Schmidt's lawyer said today 
she may ask President Ramon 
Grau San Martin to pardon her 
and remit a 15-year prison sen- 
tence imposed yesterday for kill- 
ing John Lester Mee on his yacht 
in Havana harbor last April. 

The attorney, Rene Castellanos, 
said he asked her last night about 
her wishes concerning an appeal 
and that she felt it might be better 
to apply for a presidential pardon 
than to appeal to the Supreme 
Court, which under Cuban law 
has the right to increase as well 
as decrease, lower court sentences. 

Castellanos said the 22-year-old 
dancer from Toledo, O., was “cry- 
ing all the time” and was “all 
broken up.” Warden Carmelina 
Guanche of Guanabacoa prison, 
where the caurt said she was to 
serve her term, said Miss Schmidt 
—whose professional name was 
Satira—was taken to the prison 
hospital last night in a state of 
collapse. 

The warden said she “broke 
down” when informed of her sen- 
tence, which included a fine of 
$5000 to be paid to the heirs of 
Mee, a Chicago attorney, poet and 
war veteran. 

The dancer’s first visitors after 
the sentence was announced were 
two representatives from the 
United States embassy, who re- 
fused to comment on the case. 

The three-judge Cuban court, 
which conducted her trial from

She said the Chicagoan 
had promised to marry her and 
that she had lived on the yacht 
for several weeks She has been 
in prison since April 14.

Overstolz, built in 1854 at what 


is now 3847 (rear) South Broad- 
way, is to be wrecked to provide 
parking space for an appliance 


store that occupies part of what 


was once the mansion’s front 
lawn, Dr. William G. Swekosky, 
dentist and local histgrian, told 
the Post-Dispatch today. 

Dr. Swekosky says that Over- 
stolz borrowed the money to build 
the house from his brother, Henry, 
who had made a fortune in oper- 
ating a sawmill and general store 
on North Broadway and who later 
became mayor of St. Louis. The 
building, two and a half stories, 
has stately two-storied pillars sup- 
porting the porch roof in front. 

Overstolz operated the Wild 
Hunter Tavern on adjacent prop- 
erty at the northwest corner of 
Broadway and Keokuk street. The 
business also included a general 
store and a hay and grain busi- 
ness and offered “refreshment for 
man or beast” until 1860. These 
buildings still stand. 

The place took the name Wild 
Hunter from the nickname of a 
company of Mexican war cavalry 
that was recruited in the area and 
that made the tavern a meeting 
place on the return of the soldiers 
from the war. 

The house was occupied by de- 
scendants of Overstolz until about 
1922, when it was converted to a 
four-family place and the store 
was built on the front lawn.

LACLEDE STORAGE 
TANK AT SARAH AND 
EVANS BEING RAZED 


Landmark Since 1888 Has 
‘Outlived Usefulness,’ Gas 
Light Firms Says.

The 1,000,000-cubic-foot Laclede 
Gas Light Co, storage tank at 
the northeast corner of Sarah 
street and Evans avenue, a mid- 
town landmark since 1888, is be- 
ing torn down, because it has 
“outlived its usefulness,” a com- 
pany spokesman said today. 

Permit to raze the 85-foot-high 
steel frame was taken out yes- 
terday by Harry Hochman, head 
of the Aalco Wrecking & Supply 
Co., who said the job would cost 
about $25,000. The tank, or “gas 
holder,” is about 125 feet in dia- 
meter and of the telescoping type. 
When in operation it rested in a 
water-filled pit 35 feet deep. 

Gas service in the Sarah-Evans 
neighborhood now is from a trunk 
line supplied by much larger and 
more modern outlying tanks, the 
company spokesman said. Cost 
of maintaining the old structure, 
once valued at about $200,000, 
would not be justified, he added. 

The site, 205 feet on Evans and 
165 feet on Sarah, has been 
bought by a large supermarket on 
nearby Easton avenue for use as 
a parking lot.

The bases are the remainder of 
134 defense sites which the United 
States used during the war. The 
Army Department considers them 
vital to defense of the canal. 

Opposition in Panama has cen- 
tered principally on leasing Rio 
Hato and.on the idea of giving 
up Panamanian territory to the 

nited States in peace times. 

Trouble first started more than 
two years ago when Foreign Min- 
ister Ricardo Alfaro told the As- 
sembly the United States had to 
clear out of all wartime bases on 
Panamanian soil by late 1946, one 
year after signing of the Japanese 
surrender, 

The State Department rejected 
this contention. It pointed out 
that the 1941 defense agreement 
with Panama under which the 
bases were being occupied stated 
the United States would vacate 
them one year after signing of the 
“definitive peace treaty.”

PANAMA REJECTION 
WILDLY CELEBRATED 


PANAMA CITY, Dec. 23 (AP)— 
— Panama’s national assembly 
unanimously refused last night to 
ratify a signed agreement giving 
the United States the right to lease 
and man 14 military and airfield 
sites as defense bases for the 
Panama Canal. ) 

The Assembly's action took the 
form of a flat rejection of the 
accord, Informed sources expressed 
belief the issue might wind up in 
the lap of the United Nations or 
some international arbitration 
tribunal. 

The rejection, voted 51 to 0, 
touched off a wild celebration in 
the capital. Thousands of persons 
marched through the streets shout- 
ing gleefully: “It did not pass.” In 
the midst of the demonstrators 
was former Foreign Minister Ri- 
cardo J. Alfaro, who resigned Dec. 
9 because of opposition to the pact, 

Alfaro’s successor, Florencio 
Arosemena, quit yesterday, a few 
hours before the Assembly voted, 
because of his party’s opposition 
to the agreement. 

The Assembly’s vote came after 
six hours of debate, during which 
leading Panamanian political fig- 
ures, including a former President 
and four former Foreign Minis- 
ters, criticizéd the background of 
the negotiations for the pact. 
They expressed resentment against 
what they termed an infringement 
on Panama’s sovereignty.

HE Kremlin’s undercover plan for Austria, as indicated in the 
four-power meetings in Vienna, London and Moscow, seems to 
be that it will milk Austria as dry as possible of resources, key 


industries and indigenous food; ‘and that it will embarrass and harass 
the legally elected Austrian Government. 


The hoped for result apparently 
is that this strategy will bring 
economic and political chaos 80 
great that the nation will have to 
become a virtual puppet state of 
the USSR. ° 

Soviet action in Austria is de- 
signed eventually to force the 
election or appointment of a new 
government, a government favor- 
able to the Soviet Union and the 
Communist way of life. The Aus- 
trian economy would be directly 
and to a large degree controlled 
by the Communists, similar to the 
situation in some other countries 
bordering the USSR. 

Let me delineate a few exam- 
ples of this strategy, using Aus- 
tria as a case history, which de- 
veloped within my personal 
knowledge. ~ 

Through a unilateral interpreta- 
tion of what constituted German 
assets in Austria, the Soviets have 
made widespread seizures under 
the guise of “reparations from 
Germany” and have deprived Aus- 
tria of a large and vital part of 
her industry. 

The property affected includes 
both industrial enterprises and 
agricultural holdings seized as 
German assets. 

Difference in Figures. 

Austrians say the confiscations 
have amounted to 40 per cent or 
more of the industrial capacity of 
the province of lower Austria and 
Burgenland—key regions. The 
Soviets claim the figure is closer 
to 10 per cent. | 

The facts appear to be that, 
whereas the seizures of industrial 
enterprises are not sizable in cer- 
tain industries such as wood, pa- 
per and leather, they are quite 
substantial in such key branches 
as textile, machinery and heavy

The permanent loss of this key 
industry would seriously interfere 
with Austria’s chances for eco- 
nomic recovery. 

Far Short of Promises. 


The Soviet arguments in support 
of these actiohs fall far short of

the other three powers, promised 
for the “creation of a firm eco- 
nomic foundation” in Austria or 
the “unification and economic re- 
habilitation” of the country. 

The Soviet arguments have al- 
ways been based on the contention 
that much of the property located 
in the Soviet zone is already the 
property of the Soviet Union by 
grace of the.

Britain Pushing

eae, LONDON, Dec. 23. 
NDAUTED by the blow-ups 
in India and Palestine, Britain 
is pushing full-scale plans for 
the development of 11 colonies in 
East and West Africa.

They are counted upon to play 

a big part in replacing important 
colonies that are gaining their 
independence and remain only 
loosely a part of the British Com- 
monwealth.

Seven, on the east coast of Af- 
rica, are: Kenya, Northern Rho- 
desia, Nyasaland, Somaliland, Tan- 
ganyika, Uganda and Zanzibar. 
Four, on the west coast, are: Ni- 
geria, Gambia, the Gold Coast and 
Sierra Leone. : 

The Union of South Africa al- 
ready has dominion status similar 
to that of Canada, and is well

Minerals, lush farm lands and 
verdant forests are untouched in 
some of the eastern colonies, The 
ellmate in the southern quarter 
of the dark continent is both warm 
and invigorating. 

Currently, these colonies have a 
favorable export balance of only 
$100,000,000 annually. The British 
feel they can increase this by 25 
times within a generation. 

They are going about it as they 
have in other parts of the world. 
Natives, ranging from savagery to 


semi-civilization, will get improved 


health standards and some degree 
of education, They will be taught 
to work in fields and in factories, 
and to take minerals from the soil. 
Standards of living, now on a bare 
subsistence level, will be raised 
to some extent.

That we are deep in our old 
follies again is an unfortunate 
and lamentable fact, and perhaps 
to future historians, removed 
from the ridiculous hysteria and 
the unbelievable cant of the pres- 
ent day, it will seem well nigh 
incredible. 5 


On the other hand, the his- 
torians may find that the vic- 
torious allies of the second World 
War merely conformed to the pat- 
tern of all allied states after vic- 
tory in a great war. 

That pattern apparently dooms 
the human race to constant repe- 
tition of its incredible follies. You 
can scarcely say that, like the 
Bourbons or the old guard G.O.P., 
- ms and peoples, generally 
speaking, forget nothing and learn 
nothing. It seems to be true that 
they learn nothing, but forget 
everything. The resulting folly is 
ee to be of monstrous propor- 

ons. 


So it is today. Consider how 
the allies, in Churchill’s words, 
have resumed the follies which} 
led them to the brink of dis- 
aster. 

The key to the peace today is, 
as was the case after the first 
World War, the allied settlement 
with Germany. Yet, as the fiasco 
of the London Conference’ has 
just reminded us, we are commit- 
ting the same follies in tackling 
this great problem as we did after 
1918. This, to be sure, is by far 
the most terrifying example of 
our foolishness.

China Differs 
With U.S. on 
Jap Peace Pact 


Conflict Must Be Re- 
solved Before Final 
Treaty Can Be

NANKING, Dec, 19 (delayed)— 

HENEVER a Japanese peace 
treaty is negotiated — with 
or without Russian participa- 
tion—there are certain issues that 
will habe to be settled between 
China and the United States. 
China has some pronounced 
views on the Japanese peace, and 
while they may seem incorrect to 
American eyes, it would be a mis- 
take to dismiss them as insincere 
or inconsequential. They repre- 
sent the group thought of a peo- 
ple who have suffered once from 
Japanese aggression and do not 
want to suffer from it again. 


China is often described as a 
dictatorship. But this is a mis- 
leading term. Dissenting ideas in 
some lines are certainly ruthless- 
ly pyt down here. Yet in other 
lines, much freedom of discussion 
is permitted. The Japanese ques- 
tion is one of them. 


Newspapers, pressure groups 
and differing Government organi- 
zations have been debating Japan 
hotly for more than a year now. 
Public opinion on the Japanese 
question has been fully expressed 
and has undoubtedly influenced 
the Chinese Foreign Ministry. 


Four Points to Be Resolved. 

China’s final position in the 
Japanese peace negotiations pre- 
sumably will not be revealed until 
they begin. Yet the position on 
‘some points already is pretty well 
crystallized. On at least four of 
these there is a conflict with 
America which must be resolved: 

1. The Ryukyu Archipelago: 
This is a string of islands run- 
ning from the southern tip of 
Japan to Formosa, which lies off 
the southeast China coast. Most 
important is the key air base of 
Okinawa, 


The Ryukyus have been under 
Japanese administration in mod- 
ern times, but China has a his- 
toric claim to them because they 
have paid tribute to her in the 
past—an important point in deter- 
mining sovereignty in Asia. There 
is a strong demand here they be 
given back to China. 

„But America also has designs on 
the Ryukyus — especially on Oki- 
nawa, which is reported being 
built up in a long-range way by 
American occupation forces now 
stationed there. Some compromise 
must be reached on this issue. 

2. Reparations: China is a poor 
country and blames much of her 
poverty on the Japanese war. She 
feels entitled to Japanese machin- 
ery and other reparations. But 
America is opposed to tearing 
down the Japanese economic struc- 
ture any more than necessary. The 
United States apparently is pre- 
pared to give China priority in 
obtaining reparations, but not to 
give it all the reparations China 
wants. 

3. Japanese democracy: The 
Chinese do not believe Japan’s new 
constitution or any other current 
occupation measure will keep her 
from reappearing as an aggressive 
totalitarian state when Allied 
troops withdraw. They think Gen. 
Douglas McArthur’s headquarters 
is hopelessly naive on this ques- 
tion, and in any final settlement 
they will probably work for strong-

They will push forward the 
purge of “unreliable elements” in 
the governments of the other 
satellite countries of eastern 
Europe.

They also stated their willing- 
mess to agree that the Austrian 
Government had the right to con- 
trol the cultivation of land 
throughout Austria. 

In contra-distinction to these 

however, the Soviets 
categorically refused to implement 
these promises and to admit that 
the Austrian Government had the 
right to dispose of the total pro- 
duction of the land in order to 
equalize her products throughout 
the land, or that the provisions of 
Austrian law were applicable to 
the nation or to the products of 
the land. 


Modified Attitude. 


Because of the continued insist- 
ence of the other three powers 
and the threat of having UNRRA 
food supplies withheld from their 
zone, the Soviets later modified 
their attitude somewhat and per- 
mitted some distribution of the 
food raised by Austrians in their 
zone to other areas of Austria; 
but it was always a continueus 
battle to persuade the Soviets 
into such action. 

Soviet exploitation of the in-

They wanted the new 
Allied-controlled currency in ex- 
change for what was now worth- 
less German currency. 

To have permitted fulfilment 
of this demand would have seri- 
ously jeopardized the financial 


situation of the Austrian Govern-. 


ment. 

I immediately wrote the Aus- 
trian Government stating that if 
the Soviets’ demand for repay- 
ment was met, I would immedi- 
ately present a demand for pay- 
ment in the new Austrian currency 
of the nearly two billion Allied 
military schillings Which the 
United States had advanced for

In both cases the funds were 
advanced for a conversion which 
never took place.

Speaking for myself and many thou- 
sands of others living in the wilds of 
suburban St. Louis, namely the outposts 
of Webster Groves, Glendale, Kirkwood, 
Ladue, Overland, and some of the wilder 
parts of University City, and many oth- 
ers too numerous and too barbarous to 
mention, may I protest violently and 
vehemently any attempt on the part of 
the Southwestern Bell Telephone Co. to 
raise its already exorbitant rates for 
the frontier type of service which they 
have been furnishing us for many years? 

If anything the rates are about twice 
what they should be as judged by the 
antiquated equipment and ¢rossroads re- 
sults. We “train” the operators here in 
Webster and this does not improve the 
service any, believe me. Wrong num- 


bers, frequent cut-offs, slow service, and 


5- to 30- and 40-minute waits for the 
operator after midnight, no matter how 
important the call, are among the things 
which don't make us very happy to buy 
at a premium rate.

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The Case of Tony Marino 


Last Oct. 4, the Post-Dispatch said that 
“lawyers, prosecutors and judges of Illinois 
should lower their heads in shame” at the black 
record of their state in denying basic rights to 
persons accused of crime. 

The United States Supreme Court now sup- 
ports this charge in its decision setting aside 
the murder conviction of Tony: Marino, who has 
spent the last 22 years of his life in prison. 
Last October, the Post-Dispatch cited the 
fact that Illinois contributed. the great bulk 
of in forma pauperis appeals to the Supreme 
Court, these being appeals from persons unable 
to pay fees. We explained that most of these 


appeals “were filed by inmates of Illinois pris- 


ons who say that they were convicted without 
defense counsel,” 


Justice Rutledge’s concurring opinion in the 
Marino case takes up in forma pauperis appeals, 
gives detailed facts about them over a three- 
year period and says that the only relief Illinois 
has provided is to throw those who appeal into 
a “labyrinth of blind alleys.” The purpose of 
this “merry-go-round”—and Justice Rutledge 
uses this word, too—is to weary those who seek 
a satisfaction of their constitutional rights until 
they weaken and drop off. 

The case of Tony Marino illustrates this per- 
fectly. Tony Marino was 16 when he came to 
this country from Italy , years ago. Two 
years later he was ed with murder in 
Winnebago County, Ill. His understanding of 
English was slight. He had no notion of his 
rights in court. He did not know enough to ask 
for counsel and the court did not appoint coun- 
sel for him. The policeman who arrested him 
acted as interpreter. 

It was a pushover for the Winnebago County 
prosecutor. Somebody said Tony Marino waived 
jury trial and pleaded guilty. It made no differ- 
ence that he could not have intelligently done 
these things. It made no difference that he 
was an illiterate youth, surrounded by unfamiliar 
customs and speech, in a strange land. In less 
time than it takes to tell it, he was in the peni- 
tentiary where he has beén a prisoner for 22 
years. 

The unanimous action of the court in setting 
the conviction aside is a condemnation of IIli- 
nois’ disregard of constitutional rights of per- 
sons accused of crime. One by one the sins of 
Illinois are listed — failure to advise Tony 
Marino of his right to be represented by coun- 
sel, failure to tell him what a plea of guilty 
meant, and so on. 

No wonder the Supreme Justices say that 
the way Illinois’ criminal procedure handled 
Tony Marino was a denial “of the due process 
of law which the Fourteenth Amendment re- 
quires”! 

The Rutledge opinion, in which Justices Doug- 
las and Murphy joined, went even further in 
denouncing this makeshift justice in Illinois. 
Pointing out that these appeals from prisoners 


had been rejected by the Supreme Court with 


“almost ‘methodical regularity” on the grounds 
that the applicants had not exhausted state rem- 
edies in Illinois, these Justices say: 


It would be nothing less than an abdica- 
tion of our constitutional duty and function 
to rebuff petitioners with this mechanical 
formula whenever it may become clear that 
the alleged state remedy is nothing but a 
procedural morass offering no substantial 
hope for relief. 


The fact that the Attorney General of Illinois 


did not oppose Tony Marino’s appeal may be a 


sign that Illinois is at last waking up to the 
chamber of horrors which at has allowed its 
criminal justice to become. / 

Citizens of Illinois may hope so. They may 
hope that lawyers, judges, legislators, prosecu- 
tors and teachers in law will join without fur- 
ther delay to rid their state of this disgraceful 
condition. If anything will bring this about, it 
should be the rebuke in the case of Tony 
Marino. 


This decision has a larger aspect —one which 


is in refreshing contrast to the decision of the 
Supreme Court in Betts vg. Brady in 1942. 
Would the Supreme Court again rule that Smith 
Betts, the indigent Maryland farm hand, could 
be sent to prison for eight years after being 
expressly d his request for counsel to help 
him with h defense? It is most unlikely, 
When the Supreme Justices unanimously set 
aside Tony Marino’s conviction they encouraged 
the belief that they will some day reverse Betts 
vs. Brady, as they should have done before now.

For three months a House subcommittee has 
probed the h -up parole of four notorious 
Capone gangsters and is still far from the bot- 
tom of it, Chairman Clare Hoffman and Con- 
gressman Fred Busbey have turned up enough 
embarrassing information to justify demanding 
all the information:

2. The United States Parole Board, an arm 
of the Justice Department, acted without some 
of the material facts. 

J. Attorney General Clark admitted that he 
approved quashing a second indictment whieh 
stood in the way of parole. 

4. Paul Dillon of St. Louis interceded for the 
four men. Dillon once managed a Truman cm- 
paign in St. Louis. He is the attorney for 
Sheriff John F. Dougherty, who is a factor in

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Democratic politics. According to Willie Bioft- 


one of the chief eonspirators in the extortion 
which sent the four men to prison, Dougherty 
is also the Capone agent in St. Louis. 

Hence there is a strong presumption that the 
affair has some unexplained connection with 
Democratic machine activities. There is also 
room to fear that it may have a potentially 
dangerous connection with the recent invasion 
of the Capone syndicate in East St. Louis terri- 
tory and elsewhere. 

Instead of dispelling this cloud, however, the 
Justice Department has laid itself open to 
charges of stalling. At first it tried to avoid 
naming the people who recommended the pa- 
roles. For some weeks, according to Hoffman, 
it has delayed the committee’s access to a spe- 
cial FBI investigation into the affair. — 

The department’s conduct resembles its un- 
mistakable stalling in the Kansas City vote 
fraud and ballot theft. If the case cannot be 
defended, the Administration would better ad- 
mit it and face the music than let its political 
enemies capitalize on its painful embarrassment 
for the next 11 months.

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One-Day Sensation 

Associated Industries of Missouri made a minor 
one-day sensation with its estimate that 43 per 
cent of unemployment compensation payments in 
the last fiscal year were to persons who quit 
work voluntarily. On the second day the State 
Division of Unemployment Security countered 
with the correct figure, which is 9.6 per cent. 

On its very face, this experience figure is 
reasonable—even lower than might reasonably 
be expected. The law is not intended to apply 
harsh sanctions to persons who decide to change 
employers and, in doing so, fall on the compensa- 
tion rolls. The law, however, does rightly penal- 
ize those who quit without what appears good 
cause from the public point of view. It makes 
them go five weeks without benefits; if they are 
out of work for a protracted period, it cuts them 
off after 15 weeks instead of 20. 

The law is fair, and the sudden excitement 
suggests a quite different purpose from curbing 
real.or fancied abuses. The reserve funds have 
grown large in the last few full-employment 
years and some employers are urging the Legis- 
lature to reduce the payroll taxes which supply 
the funds. Actually, the law does need amend- 
ment, but the first step should be to increase 
the low $20 a week maximum and $15.98 aver- 
age benefit. These amounts suited conditions 
of a decade ago, but are beneath a minimum 
subsistence today. Only after they are raised 
will it be fair to consider reduced payroll taxes.

Some English people are alarmed by Mosley crew's boldness during 
nation’s troubles; the Government, however, scrupulously protects 
their right to meet and express themselves; Swiss reporter thinks it 
a shrewd policy which will prove that democracy also has teeth.“

All England laughed on Nov. 28, 1945, 
laughed about English Fascism as about 
a good joke. On that day the furniture 
of the German Embassy in London was 
sold in public.auction, and one of the best 
known Fascist leaders, a friend of Sir 
Oswald Mosley, tried to show his unchanged 
Fascist idealism by 
purchasing a marble 
bust of Hitler. 


Obviously, this 
could not be taken 
seriously. The “Brit- 
ish Union of Fas- 
cists” had a mem- 
bership of only 9000 
before the war. At 
present, the member- 
ship may be 5000. 
They are a curiosity, 
not a political factor. 


Now that confi- 
dence in the Labor 
Government is Fe Oswald Mosley 
shaken so deeply, and (Milwaukee Journal) 
now that the Conservatives offer no pro- 
gram, no ideals, and no personalities that 
might appear as an attractive alternative, 
there seems to be once more a chance for 
Britain’s Fascists, 


For the last few weeks the British pub- 
lic has been somewhat alarmed about a 
movement in the London East End which 
has grown very rapidly. It is called the 
“British League of Ex-Service Men and 
Women,” an organization of war veterans, 
such as were the “Fasci” of Mussolini and 
the German “Buende” which opened the 
road for National Socialism. It is regis- 
tering a certain amount of success because 
of its anti-Semiti Obscene, anti-Semitic 
writing appear overnight on house walls, 
together with the old emblem of the Mosley 
Fascists, an S-shaped sign. 


On a Sunday morning I went down the 
street where the Fascists hold their meet- 
ings. Police were guarding a group of 
men who were setting up a platform. When 
Jeffrey Ham, the founder and leader of 
the league, one of Mosley’s “old fighters” 
and g political prisoner of long years, ar- 
rived, a police car drove into the side 
street. Policemen streamed out and formed 
a line which kept the platform encircled, 


To Rouse the Rabble 


I had been told that Ham was a “skilled 
agitator.” I was disappointed, He is u 
dry, almost awkward speaker, as passion- 
less as an, English bookkeeper—which he is! 
After a few words he offered the floor to 
a man who was unmistakably a pathologi- 
cal demagogue. After a few words which he 
shouted. into the microphone he grew 
hoarse; nevertheless he kept on shouting. 


“Formerly we had real men in our gov- 
ernment. When a British soldier was mo- 
lested anywhere in the world, we burned 
down entire villages for punishment; that 
helped! Today also there is but one means 
of settling accounts with the terrorists in 
Palestine: Take a few Jewish families in 
Palestine, put them against a wall and 
shoot them down!” 


The crowd applauded. It was a queer 
crowd; absolutely abnormal looking faces, 
full of resentment, with shy, suspicious 
eyes. Many women were among them, 


rather stupid; but they applauded most. 


The policemen stood there as if the man 
on the platform had talked about trout 
fishing. 


A howl arose from a Communist corner. 
“Down with Fascism,” thgy shouted, The 
policemen turned quickly and silenced the 
disturbers. This was interrupting a peace- 
ful meeting. 


The mood of the crowd seemed friendly 
today, but not all meetings end pleasantly. 
When darkness and liquor stimulate mass 
instincts, the crowd has broken at times 
through the ring of policemen and has 
come to fist fights in the middle of the 
street. The Fascists are rather grateful 
to their Communist enemies for such 
brawls; by such an uproar they get what 
they want most—publicity. 


A Dilemma of Democracy 


Many political leaders are asking the 
Home Office to forbid Fascist meetings. 
Isn't it illogical, they say, that the Fascists 
are able to agitate under the protection of 
democratic privileges so as to work for pre- 
cisely the end of those privileges and of 
public order? 


But the Home Office does not mean to 
waver from the old English right to ex- 
press opinion freely. So there are occur- 
rences which bring out the paradox even 
more dramatically. During the anti-Semitic 
disorders in Manchester a few weeks ago 
an enterprising business man had the idea 
of driving with a tfuck of bricks near the 
demonstrating fanatics and selling his 
bricks as ammunition to hurl at Jewish 
shop windows, The police did not inter- 
fere. The reason? Free enterprise. 


The calm of the Home Secretary appears 
more reasonable than the alarmed protésts 
of worried politicians, When you fead about 
the Fascist meetings, you may think they 
are important, But I, who attended such 
a meeting, had exactly the annoyed and 
amused feelings one has when visiting an 
insane asylum. The demagogic attitudes, 
the Hitlerite salute, all those gestures which 
seemed somehow genuine and therefore 
dangerous with the Nazis, look like a farce 
in an English atmosphere.

Cat at the Rat Hole 


The Home Office can well be patient. 
It allows these men to get impudent under 
police protection. Then suddenly it hits 
them. A few days ago a libel suit was 
started against two of the worst agitators. 
That is an effective method. Mosley, too. 
was not turned into a martyr because of 
his political opinions early in the war; he 
simply was closely watched and then was 
jailed because of a black market offense. 


So the reviving Fascists may disappear 
one of these days back of prison doors for 
one offense or another, or else will have to 
pay such heavy costs for the incredibly ex- 
pensive British lawsuits they will be in- 
volved in, that their movement will be 
bankrupt before it can spread seriously. De-

The bishop's mantle titted well the shoul- 
ders of Hilary Laurens, for it kept in re- 
membrance the grandfather, called “Gran-. 
dy,” who had worn it and held him true to 
the obligations of his own high calling as 
rector of stylish St. Matthews church. He 
was a young man and the demands of his 
parish were heavy, and there were pitfalis 
too, so the bishop’s mantle was good for 
guidance and a shield as well. 

Agnes Sligh Trumbull, well remembered 
for the sincerity and competence shown 
in “The Rolling Years,” “Remember the 
End” and “The Day Must Dawn,” a selec- 
tion of the Literary Guild, had the desire 
in writing “The Bishop’s Mantle“ to pre- 
sent the story of an honest, sincere, bril- 
liant young clergyman who would be a man 
like other men and yet be completely dedi- 
cated to the claims of his profession. 

In Hilary Laurens she presents such « 
man in terms of his fidelity to his calling 
and also in terms of his human qualities, 
for as presented by her he is not only a 
clergyman set apart but a man among 
men. Among women, too, for there were 
women, not all of them good, who might 
have hindered him if he had not been strong 
in the consciousness that he was the wearer 
of the bishop’s mantle. 

There were pitfalls in the path of the 
handsome young rector of St. Matthews 
which could ‘easily have caused him ts 
stumble. There was the drama that has 
its stage under the genteel surface of a 
city parish. There were the every-day prob- 
lems that, in number if not always in im- 
portance, took their toll, There was con- 
flict with vestrymen and disapproval of the 
humanitarian challenges to which he gave 
heed, 

There was romance, too, that was beauti- 
ful but, because of the young rector’s devo- 
tion to his duties, somewhat precarious at

It is not surprising to be told by the an-

Before a Settlement Is Possible 


N the last four paragraphs of his address on Friday evening, 


Secretary Marshal) set forth 


“the fundamental reason for the 


frustration we have encountered in our endeavor to reach a 


realistic agreement for a peace settlement.” 


It ig also the funda- 


mental reason for the Marshall plan. 


“In the war,” he said, “Europe 
was in a large measure shattered.” 


And therefore, “a political vacuum 
was created.” 


There was a vacuum in Ger- 


many: there is no German state, 
only a great mass of Germans. In 
every country of Eastern Europe 
—with the exception of Czecho- 
slovakia—there was a vacuum: 
the prewar governments and pre- 
war regimes had collapsed and 
were discredited. In France there 
was a vacuum: the Third Repub- 
lic had fallen and the Fourth Re- 
public did not 
quickly or easily 
establish itself. 
In Italy there 
was a vacuum 
where for 20 
years Mussolini 1 
and the Fascists — 
had monopolized 
authority. Te 

Thus, at the 
end of the war, | 
there was no 
great European 
power able to 
play a leading 
part in the settlement of Europe. 
But besides that, there was a par- 
tial vacuum in Great Britain 
which, in saving itself and the 
whole free world, had come 80 
close to exhaustion that it has not 
been able to play its necessary 
part in the settlement. 


“Churning Around.” | 


In this vacuum the Soviet Un- 
fon and the. United States— 
neither. of them a European 
power, both of them novices in the 
great affairs of the world—have 
been churning around. 


“Until this vacuum has been 
filled by the restoration of a 
healthy European community,” 
said Mr. Marshall, “it does not 
appear possible that paper agree- 
ments can assure a lasting peace.” 

That surely is the gospel truth. 
That is why it was the part of 
wisdom to adjourn in London, and 
to break off the argument that 
could only make an eventual set- 
tlement more difficult. For “agree-. 
ments between soveteign states 
are generally the reflection and 
not the cause of genuine settle- 
ments.” 


The language here is perhaps a 
bit obscure but the idea within it 
is profound. Mr. Marshall was 
saying — as I understood him — 
that Russia and America cannot 
make a European. settlement. 
Even if they could work out a 
formula, it would be only a “paper 
agreement.” 


Made in Europe. 


A real agreement can be had 
only when the leading European 


to play their necessary and proper 
part, 

A paper agreement between 
Moscow and Washington cannot 
restore Europe and settle the war. 
But when and as Europe is re- 
stored, a genuine agreement will 
be possible. For the agreement will 
then not be something imposed by 
Moscow and Washington on 
Europe. 

It will be, as Mr. Marshall put it, 
the “reflection” of a genuine set- 
tlement that has already taken 
place in Europe among the Euro- 
peans. That is why the European 
recovery program is essential to 
the making of peace. Only in a 
Europe which is recovering from 
the war can peace be made. 


Balance of Power. ' 


The maturity and wisdom of 

this fundamental judgment on the 
crucial problem of our time affects 
his attitude toward Russia, Obvi- 
ously he does not take the view 
that there is no deep conflict of 
interest and purpose between the 
Soviet Union and the Western 
world. But neither does he take 
the view so common today among 
the disappointed idealists—that a 
settlement is impossible as long as 
this conflict of interest and pur- 
pose exists.

Needless to say, Higgins, who 
reportedly has been “fired” by the 
Penn State alumni every year only 
to be retained when hope was 
born anew each spring, has more 
friends this season than usual. 
There'll be several thousand Penn- 
sylvanians visiting Dallas New 
Year’s day. 

In a joking manner. Higgins re- 
called an unhappier day when he 
departed Washington U. 

“I got fired out here at Wash- 
ington—they tied a can on my 
tail. But it was the greatest thing 
they ever did.” 

The coach explained, however, 
that he had always wanted to re- 
turn to Penn State, his alma 
mater, and that’s where he went 
as an end coach in 1928. While 
here, his 1925 record was two 
victories, five defeats and one tie.

Some Lessons Cited. 

There are some particular les- 
sons which we in this country 
might have been expected to 
learn from our experience of two 
very costly German wars. 

One is the risk of breaking our 
necks to build up Germany eco- 
nomically. Is this not exactly 
what we did after the first war? 
And can we forget the results so 
soon? Apparently we can. For 
there is nary a business man or a 
Congressman who does not re- 
turn after a ‘quicky’ tour through 
Germany these days and ar 
nounce solemnly that “We muss 
build up Germany fast.” 

Few of them, as far as I have 
been able to notice, have ever 
bothered to give any thought to 
what Germany might be up to 
again as soon as we have suc- 
ceeded in “building her up.” Nor 
have they faced the consequences 
o: one of the supreme facts of 
our time, namely that to possess 
great economic power automati- 
cally gives a nation great poten- 
tial military power. This fact, of 
course, applies to Germany as 

well as to any other nation. 

Another error we fall into all 
too easily, it seems to me, is to 
assume that if you only make a 
nation productive and prosperous, 
you automatically make her peace- 
ful and stable. The argument is 
advanced on all sides in this coun- 
try that if we only make Germany 
productive and prosperous, we will 
make her peaceful and content. 

The answer to that is that the 
Germany of Bismarck, of Kaiser 
Wilhelm II and of Adolf Hitler was, 
at all three periods, highly produc- 
tive and prosperous, but this happy 
state did not make her content 
and peaceful, as many will re- ® 
member. 

Finally, most, Americans assume, 
for reasons that éscape this ob- 
server, that the Germans after a 
lost war and the collapse of a Gov- 
ernment automatically go in for 
democracy. This is a completely 
mistaken belief. Despite the total 
defeat and the collapse of the Nazi 
structure, the Germans today are 
not democratic. The majority of 
them are still either contemptuous 
of democracy or uninterested in it. 

Yet we build our plans for the 
future German state as if the con- 
trary were true. Churchill’s sub- 
title is most apt.

Yet it is vital to note that 
Zhdanov’s main emphasis was not 
on such local situations as that in 
Greece, but on the broad objective 
of preventing European recovery. 
The reason is obvious. The re- 
covery of the 16 nations partici- 
pating in the Marshall plan will 
drastically alter the world power 
balance. After any such altera- 
tlon' in the world power balance, 
the Kremlin will at last be forced 
to come to terms, and not on the 
basis of unchallengeable domina- 
tion which has been the Soviet ob- 
jective ever since the German sur- 
render. 

That is the réal meaning of Sec- 
retary of State George C. Mar- 
shall’s rather Delphic remark, that 
“agreements between sovereign 
states are generally the reflection 
and not the cause of genuine set- 
tlements.”

Medicine and 
Its Value

REVENTIVE medicine is the 

name given to that medical 

specialty which has as its aim 
the prevention and control of dis- 
eases. Diseases may be spread 
through various sources, such as 
milk, water supplies, sewage and 
An understanding of the 
principles involved is important 
from a medical point of view, be- 
cause these sources may be the 
‘breeding points of many diseases 
which can affect very large num- 
bers of people. When these 
esources of disease are inspected, 
handled and treated properly, the 
disease rates take a dramatic 
drop. 


In addition to these factors, the 
air we breathe may contain air- 
borne irritants such as gases, 
fumes and dust. Proper ventila-

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eine, therefore, affects us all, and 


we should all contribute our share 
to its success, 


Question: “Can penicillin be 
taken by mouth in treating a sore 
throat? 


Answer: First of all, there are 
various kinds of sore throat, some 
markedly helped by penicillin, and 
others requiring different types 
of treatment. All things consid- 
ered equal, when penicillin is 
needed, the injection method is 
the treatment of choice. On occa- 
however, and for various 
reasons, penicillin may be pre- 
scribed by mouth. When peni- 
cillin is given this way, certain

MOLOTOV’S statement giving 
his interpretation of what hap- 
pened in the Big Four conference 
is particularly interesting because 
of its efforts at self-justificatian.

On Leaving a Burning House. 
CCORDING to people who 
chase after fire engines, more 
homes catch on fire in the 

winter than in the summer. This 
leads us to believe that some heat- 
ing plants are in pretty sorry con- 
dition but our interest today is 
getting out of a burning house and 
not tinkering with the furnace. 

Should you wake up at night 

and smell something burning (not 
dinner) don’t jump up and start 
opening doors. A fire produces 
(along with smoke) a lot of super- 
heated air and some deadly gas to 
boot. If you open a door suddenly 
the rush of hot air through the 
opening might knock you cold and 
then gas will quietly finish 
you off, Feel the door first and 
see how warm it is. If it is. hot, 
better not open it. Use a window. 
If things seem okay, however, 
brace your foot against the door 
and open it slowly and carefully. 
A-1 objective, in a burning house 
is to get out. Get the rest of the 
household out too. But don't put 
too much faith in using the stairs 
as an exit because they might be 
serving as a chimney. Sit down 
this evening and figure a way to 
get all persons out of the house,

used.

Daily, thorough brushing is es- 
sential with the brush being 
wiped on a towel after every 25 
strokes. Don’t stop at the 100 
count either—make it 200 a day! 

Weekly, or twice weekly, the 
scalp should be cleansed with a 
reliable, refreshing tonic and 
fresh cotton so that it will not be- 
come caked with dust arfd normal 
secretions.
